Because I have radde the kind of study I have, I may want to be able to study the 
kBI reports introduced into evidence. Can you please tell me what the cost of a complete 
set would be? 

If I am not alone in having made detailed studies of political assassinations, 
writing and investigation to which I have devoted all my time for the past more than 
nine years, I believe I have spent more time in this kind of research than anyone 
else. I find myself wondering if you consulted any independent expert on the contents 
of the Bremer diary and if you did not, why you did not. Did it not seem possible to 
you that those without the preconceptions of the police, whose need is evidence for 
conviction, might see in some of that outpouring what might be of interest and value 
for purposes other than conviction on the non-conspiracy charges? I would appreciate 
your finding time to address yourself to this point.
